have ample facilities for handling beef 
and slaughtering it. 
Hogs and poul­ 
try. however, are handled with gener­ 
al satisfac tion, said he.

Egg Prices 


‘‘The egg prices in B rainerd are 
above the m arket quotations. 
W ere 
the m erchants to combine and set a 
uniform price, eggs would immediately 
decline from 3c to 6c a dozen. 
The 
m erchants do not believe 3c to 5c to 
he an excessive profit on eggs, as 
breakage and spoiled ones eat up such 
a m argin in a short while. 
“ In fact the loss of one egg to the 
dozen will take the profit. 


Butter Situation 


“Regarding the butter situation, our 
local cream ery has to ship once every 
week. 
We also find that outside but­ 
ter is sold over the counter in some 
of our stores. 
The committee feels 
that this is an 
unnecessary 
waste 
which 
should 
he 
eliminated. 
Our 
cream ery can m ore than supply the 
local demand. 
“One thing stands out forcibly, that 
if any one can 
pay 
transportation 
charges and undersell our local in­ 
stitution, they m ust be placing an in­ 
ferior article on the m arket. 
The 
only remedy is public indignation. 


Butcher Trade 


“First, this is a ,dairy country, and 
the cattle are dairy rath er than beef 
{'attle. 
It was reported in one case 
that a farm er refused to buy back 
meat for his own table cut from a 
critter he had sold. 


“We take this for w hat it is worth, 
and will not contradict. Our local beef 
is not properly fed, nor is it properly 
handled in killing. 
Our home pro­ 
duced veal, poultry and Pork was suit­ 
able for the local market, but nothing 
was given in reference to price paid 
for the same. 
This leaves a question 
to be decided w hether they pay enough 
for the same compared with what the 
same meat from the 
packers 
costs 
them. 
The committee 
really 
feels, 
wherein they save freight both ways, 
they should divide the profit at least 
with the producer, inasmuch as they 
do not have the expense of killing. 


“ If they do not believe that this 
would be fair, then they should so 
label and build up a larger demand for 
local grown and produced product, by 
giving the consum er a lower price an 
the cheaper meat. 
It is not fair, nor 
good business methods to place the 
cheaper quality of meat both in price 
and quality upon the block and sell 
it at the same cost price to consumer. 
T here is no justice in demanding a 
larger profit on local product, than 
one obtains for an imported one. 


“We will have the pleasure at the 
conclusion of this report of hearing 
one of our local men explain the value 
and profit received, also the loss sus­ 
tained in the m eat trade. 
He stands 
ready to answ er any question which 
might be asked. 
He is here to in­ 
struct. 


Wood Campaign 
“The wood campaign which was put 
on by the Chamber of Commerce has 
placed the local wood market from 
$1.50 to $2 above any local market 
in the community.

passed by the senate late today. Only 
one vote, that of Senator Garry, dem­ 
ocrat. Rhode Island, was c ast against 
the measure. 
Two other senators, Brandegee, re­ 
publican, Connecticut and King, demo­ 
crat, Utah, were paired against the 
measure and withheld their votes. The 
vote was 58 to I and the senate ac­ 
tion was regarded by some as the most 
sweeping of the victories yet attained 
by the farm bloc since, in accepting 
the house bill, the senate overrode Its 
I own Judiciary committee which had re­ 
ported a substitute measure. The auh 
stltute was defeated 56 to 4. The bill 
now goes to conference for adjust­ 
ment of differences with the house. 
Trusts Considered 
As passed by the senate, the bill re­ 
tains the provisions which relieve co­ 
operative associations from the appli­ 
cation of law prohibiting trusts or un­ 
fair business practices, 
placing 
th© 
authority to determine when such acts 
have been committed with the secre­ 
tary of agriculture. 
The senate sub­ 
committee would have made the asso­ 
ciations amendable to the present laws 
and It was around this point that de­ 
bate revolved In the week tho subject 
was before the sonate.

Washington, Feb. 9— “ Let H oover 
do it” , appears to be one of the most 
popular H arding slogans.

merce portfolio was still vacant. 
“ There's Hoover,” President-elect 
H ard in g remembered. 
“ He’s a valu­ 
able man and I ought to have him in 
the cabinet. 
I th in k FII make him 
secretary of commerce.” 
Hoover’s friends went into a rage. 
‘He deserves a bigger 
job 
than 
th a t,” they protested. 
But 
Hoover 
accepted 
it— after 
H arding promised that he would be 
given plenty to do, 
So, a year later, Hoover, who slip­ 
ped in at the back door of the cabi­ 
net and was given a job near the k u ­ 
chen sink, emerges as the omst prom­ 
inent advisor of the adm inistration— 
next to the secretary of state. 
Scarcely a problem of consequence 
has come to President H a rd in g ’s at­ 
tention that Hoover has not been c o n ­ 
sulted about.

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PRICES BF FARR PRODUCTS 


It is evident to all who read the 
news columns of the public press that 
there is a big drive organized ftp* the 
purpose of convincing the farming in­ 
terests of the United States that their 
prosperity 
depends 
upon 
European 
m arkets. It is especially fortunate, in 
view of this drive, that the public has 
been given the exhaustive report of 
tile joint Congressional Committee on 
Agricultural Inquiry, of which Rep­ 
resentative Sidney Anderson of Min­ 
nesota was chairman. 
The report does not attem pt in any 
way to draw any partisan conclusions. 
It simply presents the tables and sum ­ 
marizes what the tables indicate. The 
committee finds in effect that the de­ 
cline in prices of agricultural prod­ 
ucts in the years 1020 and 1021 was 
not due to overproduction, 
as 
the 
crops of those years were not relative­ 
ly greater, in proportion to population, 
than iii preceding years; the period 
of decline in dairy products coincided 
with the period of the greatest imports 
of dairy products; the prices of farm 
products generally vary in almost di­ 
rect ratio to the domestic consum p­ 
tion, and domestic consumption 
de­ 
pends almost wholly upon industrial 
employment. 
This is emphasized at 
various places in tile report, and is 
clearly demonstrated by tallies. 
iii point of fact, a<s the report clearly 
shows, the farm er’s interest and pros­ 
perity depends directly upon Am eri­ 
can m arkets, and the prices of bis 
products vary according to the degree 
of prosperity which Am erica’s indus­ 
trial interests, with their millions of 
workmen, enjoy. 
It is most opportune 
that a report of such official and un­ 
impeachable character should lie is­ 
sued at this time.

According to Bradstreet which is 
pretty reliable authority, on business 
conditions, the largest element of fail­ 
ures is incompetence, which is rated 
at 38.2 per cent iii ti list that totals 
IOO. 
Over one-third of the failures 
a re because the m anagers are not 
competent. 
The second highest cause 
is lack of capital, which is placed at 
30.3 per cent. Thus incompetency and 
lack of capital constitute 68.5 per cent 
of all the failures in this country. 
Inexperience is given as 5.6 per cent, 
and unwise credits is only 1.3 per cent. 
F raud is 7 per cent, which is a pretty 
good showing for the business meu 
of the country, because of the fail­ 
ures, only seven in a hundred are dis­ 
honest. And to the list of honest busi­ 
ness men should be added those who 
succeed. 
W ere all business men competent, 
the list of failures would be greatly 
reduced. 
Good m anagement has won 
success in the face of too limited capi­ 
tal. 
The man who goes into business 
should prepare himself. This is some­ 
thing that the boys and girls in school 
should heed. 
The schools now are 
giving much attention to business and 
vocational training, and while they 
cannot give the practical experience, 
they can give a good foundation.—St. 
Cloud Journal-Press.
